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rOBERT/'MAHEU was Interviewed at 190 North 
Canon Drive, Beverly Hills, Ca liforni a, on July 13, 1961. 
HAHEU was Informed of his right to an attorney and that 
he did not have to answer questions and that anything he 
did say could be used against him in a court of law. 

HAHEU stated that In connection with the confidential 
assignment for Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) he had 
been in contact with SAMUEllfelANCAliA and had received 
valuable assistance from GIANCANA, which, in turn, was 
furnished to CIA. HAHEU had reason to believe that 
GIANCANA way have disclosed information regarding the 
project and, in Riew of the sensitive nature of the pro- 
ject, he, HAHEU, decided to deterwine whether or not 
GIANCANA had actually talked to unauthorised persons. 

He was aware that GIANCANA was very close in a romantic 
way with PHYLLIS HC QUIRE of the He Buire Sisters Trio.
